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PUBLIC REGULATION ON TRIAL 
UBLIOC regulation i now on’ trial, Chevta>' H. 
Rowell of the State Railroad Commission sal 
in an address in the courtroom of the State 
Railroad Commission recently to members of 
the State Commission, department heads and their 
staffs. Regulation will survive only if it can con- 
tinue to protect the public against extortion and ex- 
ploitation and at the same time keep the ‘utilities 
able to render their service and finance themselves to 
expand that service, Rowell declared. Public owner- 
ship was given as the alternative of regulation. ‘‘Un- 
til we can transform our governments so as to make 
them fit for public ownership this public regulation 
must survive. And personally I hope it will survive 
as to as many utilities as possible as long as possible 
after that.’’ e 
After a historical review of the conditions in the 
nation and this state that resulted in regulation. 
Rowell discussed the principles that govern regulatory 
bodies. ‘‘We are not yet,’’ he said, ‘‘as the Inter-

PROBLEM OF UNEMPLOYMENT 
T is said that there are more than six million 
unemployed in the United States. That state- 
ment must be accepted with reservations, or 
explanations. Twice in the recent history of 
this country the unemployed have constituted a ecor- 
siderably larger percentage of the total population, — 
in 1894 and in A914. The number of unemployed in 
the country in 1894 was between three and four 
millions. The population of the United States was 
then nearly twenty millions less than it is today. 
But the percentage of potential wage earners in the 
total population is greater today than in 1894 or 
1914. This fact in no stall part aeeounts for the 
exaggeration of unemployment that has eome down 
to us as a heritage of the Wilson administration, 
under the operations of the same sort of tariff law 
that paralyzed Amerivan industry in 1984 and 1914. 
It might be said that at the height of the Wovtd 
war we had more than four million unemployed. 
That is to so, that many men were withdrawn from 
the channels of private business and ealled to the 
battle field, to military camps, and to naval service. 
A half million more people were working directly 
for the government, in excess of the normal number 
ot civil employes required. Many hundreds of 
thousands more were withdrawn from normal to ab- 

normal oceupations based upon war necessity.

““This competition is complained of as unfair to 
the railroads because the motor trucks run on roads 
built and maintained by tax levy upon the public, 
while railway roadbeds and rails must be built and 
maintained by the roads themselves. To equalize 
this to some extent a heavier tax on trucks is pro-

‘Figures showing what part of the highway ex- 
penditures are paid by taxes on trucks are not avail- 
able for all states, but the proportion as shown is 
generally small, not usually exceeding one tenth and 
running as low as half that figure. And yet it is 
the motor truck more than all other vehicles com- 
bined, destroys paved road values. 

‘A heavy truck running at high speed will spoil 
more pavement in one trip than all the pleasure cars 
of the entire month. For this reason trucks should 
pay a heavier tax than any other vehicle. Some 
eastern states are contemplating taxing unreasonably 
heavy trucks off the highways with a tax of $100 
per ton for every truck of five tons or more. 

‘‘No tax or fine should be levied on motor trucks 
with a view to protecting the railroads from their 
»competitorg. But building highways on auto taxes 
Ray equitably be done, and it is being successfully 
‘done in many of the states. Minnesota has authorized 
the expenditure of $100,000,000 on its system of 
state roads, the entire amount to be paid by taxes 
on motor driven vehicles. These roads will be built 
with conerete bases to withstand truck traffic, and 
doubtless trucks will be compelled to pay taxes in 
proportion to their destruction of the roadbed.’’

H UMAN beings would be better off perhaps were 


they less prone to buy luxuries when short ~ 


of the means of procuring the necessaries of 

life. This curious propensity has been marked 
often; the fatuousness of it has been emphasized in 
classie fable; the vice of it is daily exemplified.

America is not especially in 
need of furs, though they give satisfactions that 
our people ean afford. But if there is anything 
which Russia needs less than typewriters, it cannot 
be called to mind. That is only our opinion based 
on knowledge of the searcity of necessities of life 
in Russia. 

As a fact, what is more indispensable to the soviet 
outfit than writing machines? The tyrants will get 
all the bread they require; if there were but one 
crust left in the empire it would be theirs. They 
hold life cheaply. The greatest boon to humanity 
is the deeree, the pronunciamento, the theoretical dis- 
cussion. The leaders of bolshevism must keep these 
flowing in an unbroken stream. With typewriters 
they can increase the stream to a flood. 

Somehow the people will get bread. But there is 
no satisfaction for the Lenine gang equal to that 
of telling the world. So the tyrants buy typewriters 
for the good of the souls of their victims with furs 
that might better have been traded for food to keep 
the souls in their bodies—San Bernardino Sun.
